may file claim for unemploymentj 
compensation and, if held eligible,' 
will receive benefits." 


Established rights also carry with 
them certain obligations. A claim- 
ant for unemployment benefits must 
be registered for work at the Illinois

and 
show that he has been reeking work 
by his own efforts. He must be able 
to work full time and be available 
to accept an offer of a suitable job. 
He must also have wage credits of 
at least $225 earned at insured work 
during the base year, which at pres- 
ent is the calendar year 1947.
